THE LLOYD 
LIBRARY AND MUSEUM 


This institution was founded by John Uri Lloyd and Curtis G. 
Lloyd, and is devoted to Botany, Pharmacy, Materia Medica, Nat- 
ural History, and allied sciences, with a section of Eclectic Medicine. 

The library building was erected in the winter of 1907-1908, and 
an addition was built in 1916. It is four stories, 22 x 120 feet, and 
contains a collection of books which is among the largest on its 
subjects. The library now contains 47,126 volumes. While it may 
never be accomplished, yet it is the ambition of the builders to make 
The Lloyd Library in time a practically complete library in its field. 

The institution is incorporated, is free to the public, and has 
been placed in trust with the Central Trust and Safe Deposit Com- 
pany. An endowment, by Curtis G. Lloyd, with the Union Savings 
Bank and Trust Company insures that it will always be maintained 
and remain a free and public institution for the benefit of science. 
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tically a complete bibliography of botany. It does not include di-~ 
visions relating to agriculture, horticulture, voyages and travels, 
biology or zoology, nor does it include the section of pharmacy and 
allied science. Only twenty copies of the work are printed in this 
iorm, as it is rearranged primarily for the private uses of our library, 
and is in the main, a rearrangement of what has been previously 
published. 

The books that are now in our library are indicated by the 
shelf numbers printed in heavy-faced type, pamphlets by a heavy- 
faced star, and may be seen at a glance in looking through the 
catalogue. It is gratifying to us to be able to show such a large 
proportion of them now in our library, and we are systematically 
endeavoring to acquire those that are missing. 

Two sizes of type are used, the large size indicating books or 
volumes and the small size indicating the pamphlets. We only 
catalogue as pamphlets those that have been issued as separate 
publications, or those that are taken from some book or serial pub- 
lication not devoted exclusively to the subjects of our library. A 
large number of pamphlets which are merely excerpts from botan- 
ical and pharmaceutical publications are not catalogued. Of course, 
when a book is not in our library, we can only judge by the number 
of pages or the title, and it is possible that we may have indicated 
some publications as books which are pamphlets, of vice versa. 

Where the book is in our library the data as to number of 
pages, dates of editions, etc., have been taken from the book and, 
we think, can be relied upon as being accurate. Where the book is 
not in our library, the data have been gathered from other sources, 
and we must disclaim any responsibility for errors. We have in- 
dicated the number of pages and the number of plates, but in count- 
ing the pages we count only the body of the book, taking no account 
of preface pages, etc. Our object is to make these catalogues a 
practical index of the books and pamphlets. Each entry represents 
a separate publication. 


DIVISIONS OF THE LLOYD LIBRARY. 


The books contained in the Lloyd Library are arranged sys: 
tematically according to a plan that has been formulated by the 
library. It is quite obvious that the abridged plan of dividing 
botanical books, as given in the Dewey Decimal System, is not 
carried out in sufficient detail for a collection of this kind, and 
we have therefore had to devise a more extensive plan of divisions 
and subdivisions. This is based primarily on Jackson’s “Guide to 
the Literature of Botany”, with the exception that in classifying 
the cryptogamic works, geography is considered secondary to the 
general subject of the book. 

We divide each general department of the library (Botany and 
Pharmacy) into twenty-six sections, according to the letters of 
the alphabet. The general subjects of the twenty-six sections of 
the botanical department are as follows: 

A—Buibliography, History, Biography, Terminology, Encyclo- 

peedias, Dictionaries, Directories, etc. 

B—Introductory Botany. 

C, D, and E—Physiological and Morphological. 

Fk—Phanerogams, General Descriptions. 

G—Phanerogams. Monographs. 

H—Cryptogams. 

I—Palaeobotany, Plant Distribution, Miscellaneous. 

J—Economic Botany. 

K—Europe. (General Works.) 

L—Great Britain and Ireland. 

M—Austria-Hungary, Belgium, Netherlands, Switzerland. 

N—France. 

O—Germany. 

P—Italy, Greece, Turkey, Spain, Portugal. 

O—Arctic Regions, Iceland, Russia, Scandinavia. 

R—North America, Mexico, West Indies, Central America. 

S—South America, Antarctic Regions. 


T—Asia. 
U—Oceanica, Polynesia. 
V—Atfrica. 


W—Botanical Gardens, Museums, Parks. 
X—Voyages and Travels.

By this arrangement we collect together on the shelves all 
the books relating to any part of the subject. The author’s numbers

are in keeping with the key given in “The Cutter-Sanborn alpha- . 
betic-order table.” 

By this system, any one knowing the author and subject of a 
book can find it on the shelves without even consulting the cata- 
logue. Thus, in looking up Babington’s Manual of British Botany, 
knowing the book is in section L of English Botany, if you refer 
to the shelf in that section, following the index letters to B, you 
will find the nine editions under the initial serially arranged. 

We believe that the system we have adopted for the Lloyd 
Library is the most convenient and practical that has been devised 
and is capable of indefinite expansion without derangement.
